the early 1800's. He said Fretchner basses 
are famed for their resonance. 


His bass still had the original varnish, 


Bryant said, and it "looks kind of beaten 
up." He suspects that whoever took it 
knew that it was a Fretchner bass, 
otherwise it would not have attracted a 
thief's attention. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Senate sent to Presi- 


dent Ford on Monday a bill actively sought by labor 
for a quarter-century that would permit union 
pickets to shut down an entire construction site. 


The measure won approval on a 52 to 43 vote. 


Foes of the measure said the bill, opposed by many 
conservatives, was designed to embarrass Ford 
politically. The vote was 12 short of the two-thirds 
majority needed to override a veto. 


The bill strengthens the power of building-trades 


unions, permitting them to halt all work at a con- 
struction site, even if the dispute involves only one 
subcontractor. 


A spokesman for the Society of Industrial 


Realtors, which opposes the measure, said the bill 
"could lead to dramatic increases in construction 
costs, decrease productivity and efficiency and 
jeopardize the jobs of thousands of other workers." 


Ford originally endorsed-the bill, as has every 


other President since Harry Truman, including 
Republicans Dvright D. Eisenhower and Richard 
M. Nixon. But White House spokesmen in recent 
days have said Ford would study the measure 
before deciding whether to sign or veto it. 


The measure, known as the situs picketing bill, 


would overturn a 1951 Supreme Court decision 
holding that a building trades union only can picket 
the subcontractor with whom it has a "dispute. 


The unions contend that, under this decision, 


they do not have the same rights as industrial un- 
ions to try to shut down the entire enterprise where 
the dispute has arisen and thus cannot effectively 
bring to bear their right to strike. 


Opponents of the measure argued the measure 


will boost already high construction costs and give 
additional power to unions that have won benefits 
exceeding those granted most other workers. 


Tied to the bill as a second major provision is a 


proposal to set up new machinery to try to bring 
quicker and less inflationary settlements of labor 
disputes in the construction industry. 


That proposal was worked out by Secretary of 


Labor John T. Dunlop. Ford said he would sign the 
picketing bill if the Dunlop proposal were sent to 
him at the same time. 


Managers of the bill said in final debate that it 


represented a balanced package which did not 
meet all union demands. 


They pointed out that, under it: 


A union planning to engage in common-site 


picketing would have to give a 10-day advance 
notice to all the employers and unions involved. 


Contractors working on resident housing would 


be exempt if they did less than S9.5 million of 
business in a year. 


The new rules would not apply for a year to 


projects valued at $5 million or less and started 
before Nov. 15,1975, and for two years to projects 
valued at So million or more. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - George Bush, nominated 


to head the Central Intelligence Agency, said Mon- 
day he cannot rule out future covert political action 
or paramilitary operations by the CIA should he 
become the agency's director. 


He said-he hasn't been briefed on current CIA aid 


to anticommunist factions in the former Por- 
tuguese colony of Angola but "cannot preclude" 
that in some cases the United States would be 
justified in providing arms and money as it is now 
said to be doing in Angola. 


Bush, a former Republican National chairman, 


also said he cannot "in all honesty" promise to 
refuse an offer of the GOP vice presidential 
nomination in order to assure his confirmation as 
CIA head. 


Bush, currently the official U.S. representative to 


the People's Republic of China, appeared before 


the Senate Armed Services Committee, which is 
considering his nomination. 


He said that he believes presidents should be 


completely informed of all CIA activities. He added 
that he does understand the need for "plausible 
deniability" should a need exist for the United 
States not to acknowledge certain covert activities. 


He said he believes that some of the abuses com- 


mitted by the CIA in the past were "outrageous and 
morally offensive." A presidential order to 
assassinate a foreign leader would be one issue on 
which he would be forced to resign if he did not 
succeed hi changing the president's mind, he said. 


Some senators have said they believe Bush's 


background as a political candidate, the head of a 
major political party and as a four-term member of 
the House to be a serious handicap at a time when 
the CIA is under heavy pressure for allegedly 


having yielded to political influence. 


Sen. Frank Church, D-Idaho, chairman of the 


Senate Intelligence Committee investigating the 
CIA, opposes the Bush nomination. Church, whose 
political career, some say, has been furthered by 
his own committee's investigation of the CIA, 
probably will be a candidate for president. Church 
said last week he is prepared to resign as chairman 
of the committee if he decides to seek the 1976 
Democratic presidential nomination.

Sen. John Savage of Omaha, was 
absent. 
“This is strictly a starting 
point,” Clark stressed. “ We can 
look at it again in January.” 


Hearing Next Month 
The proposal will be sub­ 
mitted to public hearing after 
the Legislature convenes next 
month — along with the plan 
recommended by Gov. J. James 
Exon. 


Exon has not yet settled on a 
salary policy, but has proposed 
major changes in the state’s 
health insurance package. 


The committee’s health in­ 
surance proposal appears to be 
more advantageous for single 
state employes, while the gover­ 
nor’s is considerably more 
generous for those with family 
coverage. 
Premiums To Rise 
Premium costs will rise sub­ 
stantially next January under a 
new agreement reached with 


Blue Cross and Blue Shield of 
Nebraska. 
The best of two policies 
available to state employes will 
cost $18.69 a month for the single 


employe, and $72.11 for family 
coverage. 
Under Exon’s plan, the single 
employe would pay $5.10 a 
month for full coverage. The 
committee’s plan would leave 
him or her with $2.24 in monthly 
costs. 


Under the g o verno r’s 
proposal, the employe with full 
family coverage would pay 
$20.03 a month. The committee’s 
plan would leave him or her with 
$55.66 in monthly costs.

So Chief Riempp and Sgt Rigby arrested 
jolly old St. Nicholas, and his brownies too. It 
seems that business leaders in Buck’s County 
had demanded that law enforcement officials 
crack down on violators of the Sunday blue 
laws. 


However, when the trial of Santa opened 
the next day, a spokesman for the business 
leaders was on hand He told Judge William 
Oettinger that the arrest of Santa had made 
members of his group “ look like a lot of 
Scrooges” . The business spokesman urged 
that the charges be dropped. 


“ This is very embarrassing/' said Judge 
Oettinger. “ I've never had anything like this in 


my court before. Having Santa arraigned, I 
mean. It is most upsetting ” 
There was a large crowd in the cour­ 
troom, and guards were on duty at every door 
to make certain that no children entered 


Santa was arrayed in his familiar red 
costume and white whiskers. His wife was on 
hand too. The great man didn’t say a word. He 
just stood there smiling, and let his lawyer do 
the talking. 


Said the worthy counsel for the defense; 
“ You honor, my client shouldn’t be here. 
Plainly, he is without guilt or guile. What 
crime is he charged with9 I’ll teU you! He 
simply wanted to do good for children, 
Heinous, isn’t it?”

As he left 
the courtroom, after his innocence had been 
proved, and his good name cleared, Santa 
stated; “ I have great love for children, and I ’d 
probably play Santa even if I didn t get paid 
for it The happiness of kids is enough,”

W A S H I N G T O N - The 


Senate voted to extend this 
year's temporary tax cuts for 
another six months, and the 
House okayed a measure 
restoring oil price controls in 
Monday night's flurry of activity 
on key bills. 


The tax bill vote came after 


the Seriate rejected a spending 


ceiling that would have made the 
bill acceptable to President 
Ford. 


The House vote to continue oil 


price controls for 40 months and 
to roll back prices temporarily 
came just hours before controls 
were to expire at midnight. The 
controls would expire because 
the Senate-passed compromise 


was amended and must go back 
,to the Senate. 


The tax bill, aproved 73 to 19, 


goes to a Senate-House con- 
ference committee before going 
to President Ford. A Republican 
effort to tie the tax cut to a 
reduction in federal spending 
was rejected 66 to 27. 


Democrats say they will be 


able to override Ford's expected 


veto of the tax cut. But if Ford 
prevails, a typical American 
worker would face a tax increase 
of about 8% starting in January. 


Sen. Carl T. Curtis, R-Neb., 


said he was "very disappointed" 
the Senate would not go along 
with Ford's suggestion that 
there be a $395 billion ceiling on 
the budget for the fiscal year 
starting next Oct. 1. 


JFK Talked With Woman With Mafia Links 


Washington (AP) — There is no evidence 


the Mafia tried to exploit President John 
F. Kennedy's relationship with a California 
woman who had links to organized crime, 
according to Chairman Frank Church of 
the Senate Intelligence Committee. 


"There is no evidence to suggest she was 


a conduit of any kind," Church said Mon- 
day in response to questions about the 
relationship between Judith Campbell and 
the late president. 


The committee 
uncovered the 


relationship, which included 70 phone calls 
between the White. House and Miss 
Campbell, in the course of investigating 
Spy Is Guilty 
Of High Treason 


Duesseldorf, West Germany 


(AP) — Guenter Guillaume, the 
self-confessed East German spy 
whose easy access to state 
secrets forced Chancellor Willy 
Brandt's resignation, was 
sentenced Monday to 13 years in 
prison for high treason.

attempts to kill Castro. 


There was no evidence that Miss 


Campbell knew of the assassination plot or 
that she was used by the Mafia in an effort 
to compromise Kennedy, Church told 
reporters. 


According to the committee report, the 


late FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover first 
warned the White House about Miss 
Campbell's links to Giancana and Rosselli 
in February 1962. 


In March, Hoover had a private luncheon 


with Kennedy "presumably" to warn him 
personally about Miss Campbell, the report 
said. 


"There is no record of what transpired at 


that luncheon," the report added, but 
White House logs show that "the last 
telephone contact between the White 
House and the President's friend occurred 
a few hours after the luncheon."

year-old Des Moines, Iowa, girl. 


The circuit court said that 


Williams' constitutional rights 
were violated during a conversa- 
tion with police which led to dis- 
cover}' of the girl's body. The 
court said Williams had not in- 
telligently waived his right to re- 
main silent or to have an at- 
. torney present. 


Iowa Atty. Gen. Richard C. 


Turner told the Supreme Court, 
in petitioning for review of the 
circuit court decision, that the 
Miranda rule should be re- 
evaluated. 


"Today's better trained 


criminal justice personnel are 
demonstrating maturity and 
responsibility and the system as 
a whole can be 'trusted not to 


abuse a more flexible standard," 
Turner said. 


The court also agreed to 


decide whether 
prisoners 


seeking parole are entitled to the 
constitutional guarantee of "due 
process of law," which could in- 
clude the right to a lawyer. 


In another case, tlit justices 


will review a decision of the U.S. 
Circuit Court in Chicago that it 
was racially discriminatory for 
the Arlington Heights, 111., board 
of trustees to refuse to rezone a 
neighborhood to permit a low- 
income housing project.

When the city's youth choir 


burst forth with Michael 
Praetorius's cantata "Domino 
Semper," Kissinger stole a 
glance at his father and touched 
his eye with his hand. 


Louis Kissinger, an Orthodox 


Jew, was fired as a high school 
teacher in 1933. His sons, Henry 
and Walter, were not allowed to 
play with Gentile children. 
Finally the family left for New 
York. 


A dozen Kissinger relatives 


were among the six million Jews 
who died in the Nazi holocaust 
that followed. 


"We forget all these bad 


memories," said the elder 
Kissinger, now 88. "This city 
was always very close to our 
heart." 


His son also displayed no vin- 


dictiveness, although he noted 
that "suffering is still dominant 
in many parts of the globe. 


"Of all the species on this 


planet," Kissinger said, "man 
alone has inflicted on himself 
the greater part of his own 
anguish. 


"Our generation has witnessed 


— and has no excuse ever to 


forget — the dark force of 
brutality and raw power at large 
in the modern world." 


Kissinger said he returned 


proudly to symbolize an extraor- 
dinary rebirth of friendship 
between Americans and Ger- 
mans. 


A little more than 200 Jews re-

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Official: Ford Decided To Aid Angolan Anti-Marxists 
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PARIS (AP) —- The Ford ad 
ministration’s decision last 
summer to ship military equip­ 
ment to anti-Marxist factions in 
Angola was made by the Presi­ 
dent at the strong urging of 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger but against the advice 
of others in the State Depart­ 
ment, a senior U.S. official said 
Monday night. 
While Kissinger recommended 
an active program to offset 
Soviet aid to the Popular Move­ 
ment for the Liberation of 
Angola - MPLA - Nathaniel 
Davis, assistant secretary of 


state for African affairs, favored 
a diplomatic approach to the 
growing conflict, neWsmen were 
told. 
Davis resigned after in­ 
telligence specialists went along 
with Kissinger, said the senior 
official, who barred use of his 
name. He said every agency in­ 
volved except Kissinger’s own 
department approved shipping 
supplies to the National Front 
for the Liberation of Angola — 
FNLA — and the Union for the 
Total Independence of Angola — 
UNITA. Ford gave the green 
light. 


The intelligence consensus at 
the time was that unless the 
United States undertook an ac­ 
tive program of support the 
Marxists would achieve a com­ 
manding position within weeks, 
newsmen were told. 
Besides, the official said, if a 
great power does nothing in such 
situations it ceases to be a great 
power. 
On the other hand, it is 
Kissinger’s view that American 
support for the FNLA and 
UNITA could cause the Soviets 
to back off — provided ad­ 
m inistration policy gains 


American public support. 
The domestic criticism of U.S. 
intervention is a form of post- 
Vietnam masochism — self- 
torture — with political over­ 
tones, the official suggested. He 
insisted that Washington gave 
the anti-Marxist forces only 
minor support until the Soviets 
began massive arms shipments 
to the MPLA. Only then, he said, 
did the United States decide to 
start its own support program 
for the M PLA’s opponents. 
In related developments. 
—The U.S. Senate deferred ac­ 
tion on a $112.3 billion defense 


appropriation bill containing 
money for the CIA and 
scheduled a secret session for 
Wednesday to discuss U.S. in­ 
volvement in Angola. 
Action was deferred after 
Chairman John L. McClellan, D- 
Ark., of the Approriations Com- 
mitttee said he could not dis­ 
close in open session whether 
any of the funds could be used in 
any way in Angola. 


Kissinger Moved By Hometown Welcome 


FU ERTH , West Germany 
(AP) — “ It seems like a dream,” 
Henry A. Kissinger’s mother 
said Monday as her son was 
honored by the town they fled in 
1938, one step ahead of the 
Nazis. 
The U.S. secretary of state was 
welcomed home to receive the 
Bavarian city’s Golden Citizen’s 
Medallion. 
It doesn’t really seem like 
reality to me,” his mother, 
Paula, said after the ceremony. 
Outside the small opera house, 
hundreds of Germans waited un­ 
der a cold sun, in some places 
five and six deep, to see their 
famous native son. 
Kissinger, obviously moved by 


the experience, kept his fingers 
tithtly laced against his chest as 
Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher called him a ‘‘dear 
friend” and a man of vision. 
When the city’s youth choir 
burst forth with Michael 
Praetorius’s cantata ‘‘Domino 
Semper,” Kissinger stole a 
glance at his father and touched 
his eye with his hand. 
Louis Kissinger, an Orthodox 
Jew, was fired as a high school 
teacher in 1933. His sons, Henry 
and Walter, were not allowed to 
play with Gentile children. 
Finally the family left for New 
York 
A dozen Kissinger relatives 


were among the six million Jews 
who died in the Nazi holocaust 
that followed. 
‘‘We forget all these bad 
memories,” said the elder 
Kissinger, now 88. ‘‘This city 
was always very close to our 
heart,” 
His son also displayed no vin­ 
dictiveness, although he noted 
that “ suffering is still dominant 
in many parts of the globe. 
“Of all the species on this 
planet,” Kissinger said, “ man 
alone has inflicted on himself 
the greater part of his own 
anguish. 
“ Our generation has witnessed 
— and has no excuse ever to 


forget — the dark force of 
brutality and raw power at large 
in the modern world.” 
Kissinger said he returned 
proudly to symbolize an extraor­ 
dinary rebirth of friendship 
between Americans and Ger­ 
mans. 
A little more than 200 Jews re­ 
main in Fuerth, a town that once 
held several thousand Jews and 
was noted for its tolerance. 
There is a synagogue and two 
cemeteries. 
In late afternoon, Kissinger 
took his parents to the newer 
cemetery so they could pray at 
the grave of Kissinger's mater­ 
nal grandfather.

The Federal Reserve said out­ 
put of the nation’s mines fac­ 
tories and utilities rose 0.2% for 
the month. That was the seventh 


consecutive increase but 
represented the smallest gain 
since an equivalent advance in 
May, when industrial output 
showed its first increase since 
the start of the recession. 
The output is now 6,3% above 
the April low point, Put still 
trials the same month a vear ago 
by 4%. 


The report provided further 


evidence that the initial spurt in 
economic activity at the end of 
the recession is now slowing. 
Industrial production had 
risen 0.4% in October, which in 
turn represented a fall from 
September’s 1.8% increase.

U.S. District Judge Warren Urbom last 


Friday dismissed Terry Carpenter's lawsuit 
with which the legendary politician from 
Scottsbluff was trying to reclaim the un- 
icameral seat he lost after a recount in the 
down-to-the-wire 48th District election of 
1974. Actually, the lawsuit in federal court 
was filed in behalf of a number of voters 
who may have failed to comply with 
statutory requirements in writing 
Carpenter's name. They knew who they 
wanted to vote for, but they either mis- 
spelled the name or did not write it in com- 
pletely — ultimately to the dissatisfaction 
of canvassers. Judge Urbom observed, 
among other things, that the voters may 
take measures to learn to write the full 
name of the candidate. He threw the case 
out "for want of jurisdiction." 


Few folks wanted jurisdiction in 


Carpenter's fight to regain his legislative 
seat — a seat he renounced after a losing 
race for the Democrats' lieutenant gover- 
nor nomination in the spring but which he 
later sought to recapture with a write-in 
campaign in the fall. 


Nebraska Secy, of State Allen Beer- 


mann was one who did take jurisdiction. 
After Scotts Bluff County election officials 
declared Carpenter a winner by three 
votes, Beermann supervised a recount in 
which dozens of Carpenter writein votes 
were disqualified. William Nichol of 
Scottsbluff was declared the winner by 68 
votes and now holds the 48th District seat. 


Carpenter's appeal to state courts was 


dismissed for lack of jurisdiction. Nor did 
Carpenter's colleagues in the Legislature — 
many of them lesser lights and nervous 
nellies who had been largely ignored 
because of the Carpenter presence — want 
to accept jurisdiction. They didn't want to 
touch the case and fortunately found an 
excuse: Carpenter had failed to file a bond 
to support his contest within the required 
time period. The Legislature voted 30-18 to 
abandon the case and the senators never 
looked at the contested ballots. 


Carpenter then went to federal court 


and the rest is history. Whether it's fair or 


unfair, Terrible Terry is out. At least for 
awhile. 


We continue to share the opinion of 


many that the wishes of those voters in the 
48th District who thought they voted for 
Carpenter should have counted for 
something. The majority out there who 
voted did vote for him, or thought they did. 
And if the courts didn't dodge the issue, we 
think the Legislature did. And for the 
wrong reasons. They didn't, in their hearts, 
abandon Carpenter's contest because he 
failed to file a bond in time; they did it 
because they didn't want to be bothered 
with him any longer or suffer by com- 
parison any more. 


The Legislature is changed, of course. 
Carpenter as a senator could think 


small thoughts — but he was ahead of 
many of his peers because he could, and 
did, think big as well. For example, 
Carpenter thought it essential that 
Nebraskans be well-educated and well- 
informed and to that end he brought his in- 
fluence to bear in behalf of higher educa- 
tion and a quality public television 
network. Those are only two examples of 
his interest. From day to day, however, he 
was most valuable in keeping the 
Legislature awake and progressing because 
of his shfewdness, preparedness, 
preparedness, unpredictability and vision. 
All this has been sid before. It needs to be 
said again because the Legislature has 
changed and many of the members think it 
has changed for the better. It hasn't, in our 
opinion. 


Carpenter's replacement, during a 


time of a strong Nebraska economy com- 
pared to the nation as a while, proposes to 
rein hi human services and starve higher 
education. We don't mean to be unfair to 
Mr. Nichol, but it is another example of 
how things have changed. 


At 75, Carpenter -still is younger in 


thought and physical well-being than many 
people ten, twenty, thirty years younger. 
We hope he continues to be politically ac- 
tive. And who knows — if he feels fit in 
1978, he may decide to take the case back 
to the court of original jurisdiction: the 
48th District. 


Twice this autumn we've talked in this 


space about the declining pheasant popula- 
tion, the reasons behind it and the need for 
a concerted effort to preserve and maintain 
adequate habitat for wildlife. 


We've heard comments about the 


alleged decrease in the pheasant popula- 
tion. Some hunters prefer to keep their 
heads in the sand. They are likely to com- 
ment that "there are plenty of birds and 
plenty of cover." They've been as lucky in 
finding birds as they are shortsighted, we 
guess. The more thoughtful hunters and 
outdoorsmen know that habitat is dis- 
appearing, and along with it, the wildlife. 


Recent surveys suggest that pheasants 


in Nebraska are fewer in number than at 


any time since counts were begun some 30 
years ago, says Dr. Phil Gipson of tae 
University of Nebraska Department of 
Poultry and Wildlife. And the pheasant 
situation could be worse next year if there 
is a severe winter. The problem, he says, is 
lack of sufficient protective cover. 


"The key to providing better habitat 


for birds," says Gipson, "lies in the joint 
cooperation of hunters and farmers, plus 
some source of funds to help farmers pay 
the cost of keeping land idle while it 
provides food and shelter for game birds." 


Get the picture? The pheasant popula- 


tion is rapidly declining for lack of cover 
and adequate habitat will not materialize 
simply by wishing for it.

BOSTON - In the last six 


months the Ford administration 
has secretly supplied $25 million 
in arms and money to factions it 
favors in Angola. The President 
has just approved another $25 
million. American pilots are 
flying five American artillery 
spotter planes in and out of 
Angola from neighboring Zaire. 


The Angola operation is 


already one of the largest covert 
actions ever mounted by the 
United States outside Indochina, 
and it raises large questions of 
policy. 


Does the Angolan faction we 


oppose, which gets aid from the 
Soviet Union and Cuba, threaten 
basic American interests? Is 
there any realistic chance of 
defeating it, or is the prospect an 
endless struggle without 
success? And more. 


But there is a fundamental 


question of process before those 
of policy. If American action is 
needed, why should it be 
clandestine? Why has our policy 
on so dangerous a problem been 
made and executed in secret? 


The answer given is that U.S. 


aid might embarrass the 
recipients if sent openly. 
American motives are suspect in 
Africa these days, in part 
because of leftist bias but also 
because of the record of 
American activities in the 
Congo, Chile and elsewhere. 


But an operation as large as 


that in Angola could hardly be 
expected to remain secret for 
long, so that answer is less than 
persuasive. In any event, the 
Angola action has now been dis- 
closed in considerable detail — 
by unnamed sources v/ho sound 
very much like the CIA. Con-

tinuing to handle the policy 
covertly is not likely to avoid em- 
barassment.

After Vietnam, an open deci- 


sion to intervene in an armed 
struggle thousands of miles from 
the United States and outside 
our traditional sphere of interest 
would surely have aroused some 
questions. There is no need for 
conjecture. Seymour M. Hersh 


of The New York Times has dis- 
closed 
that there was 


governmental opposition to the 
Angolan policy — and that it was 
suppressed. 


Secretary of State Kissinger 


made the decision for military 
aid against the advice of his own 
assistant secretary for African 
affairs, Nathaniel Davis. Davis 
felt so strongly about it that he 
quit the job last August. Since 
then Kissinger has cut down the 
flow of cables on Angola to the 
department's African specialists 
and even to the Bureau of 
Intelligence and Research, 
which also opposed his decision. 


Davis is said to have seen 


three main dangers in the 
growing U.S. involvement in 
Angola. The factions we favor 
are so weak that the policy 
probably will not work. A 
prolonged struggle ending in 
failure would deeply damage the 
two African figures on whom we 
most rely, Presidents Kaunda of 
Zambia and Mobutu of Zaire. 
And the United States may 
become identified with White 
South Africa. 


Those arguments look rather 


convincing today, after a direct 
South African military interven- 
tion in Angola and after the 
decline in the fortunes of the 
Angolan groups favored by the 
Ford administration. But right 
or wrong, the arguments should 
have been heard — heard by 
someone other than Henry 
Kissinger. 


Under the American system, 


secret decisions by one official 
or a few are wrong in principle. 
They also tend to be wrong in 


practice. Whatever good we can 
imagine covert operations doing, 
what they actually did is evident 
enough in the major examples: 
Vietnam, Laos, Cuba. 


Henry Kissinger's record 


makes it particularly unwise to 
leave policy on Angola largely, in 
his hands. A National Security 
Council memorandum drafted 
under his direction in 1970 
predicted continued Portuguese 
power in Angola, and thereafter 
some help was given to Portugal 
in its colonial war. This absurd 
episode is described by Tad 
Szulc in the current issue of 
Foreign Policy. 


But the point is much larger 


than the specifics of Angola. Our 
attitude toward that affair will 
really indicate whether we have 
learned from Vietnam and 
Watergate and the rest how 
much harm we do to ourselves 
by secrecy — by letting a handful 
of officials make policy without 
public examination of the 
premises. 


The worst danger of covert ac- 


tion on such a scale is that it may 
commit the United States to a 
position and make extrication 
awkward. That may indeed be 
the intention. The time to stop 
me process is now. 


Sen. Dick Clark of Iowa has a 


foreign aid bill amendment that 
would bar any Angolan aid un- 
less Congress has authorized it. 
That proposal takes no position 
on the rights or wrongs in 
Angola. It would simply make 
sure that the country has a con- 
stitutional opportunity to look 
out for quagmires before taking 
this large step.

"In 
my opinion," he says, "the root 
of all these problems lies right 
here in Washington, D.C. Our 
nation's capital has become the 
seat of a buddy system that func- 
tions for its own benefit — in- 
creasingly insensitive to the 
needs of the American worker 
who supports it with his taxes. 
Today it is difficult to find 
leaders who are independent of 
the forces that have brought us 
our problems — the Congress, 
the bureaucracy, the lobbyists, 
Big Business, and Big Labor." 


Reagan tells us what's wrong, 


but not what he's going to do 
about it. Even Jimmy Carter, 
the former governor of Georgia, 
plays the same game. He is 
making progress with his "new 
boy" theme. 'His assets, he says 
on the stump, are (1) "I'm not 
from Washington (2) I'm not a 
member of Congress (3) I've 
never been part of the national 
government." And this goes over 
big, except that there is nothing 
positive to put in the place of the 
negative. 


The advertising writers, even 


when you concede their selfish 
interests, are probably closer to 
the mind of the country. They 
know people are looking to the 


future. "We need you," says the 
Canadian Pacific Hotels. "We've 
got the answers now," says 
Union Carbide. "We'll take care 
of you," says British Airways. 


"Today, something we do will 


touch your life," says Union Car- 
bide. "What the world is coming 
to," says Honda. "Come walk 
with kings." says Newsweek 
Books. It is all vaguely goofy, but 
the advertisers are clearly in 
touch with the yearnings of the 
people. They are the most 
materialistic part of our society, 
out they 'also know how to 
appeal to the deepest anxieties 
and longings of the people. 


"Thanks for not giving up," 


says I. W. Harper Bourbon 
Whiskey. "To know us is to love 
us," says Early Times Whiskey. 
"Progress for the people," says 
General Electric. "The wings "of 
man," 
says Eastern Airlines. 


You could argue that it's all a 


bit of a fraud, and that the ad- 
writers are not philosophers but 
twisters, and yet they are the last 
of the optimists these days in 
America, and in a funny way, 
they balance the outrageous 
pessimism of all other writers of 
our time.

But' full employment is an 


issue that cuts across racial lines, 
and should have appeal in the 
suburbs and small towns as well 
as hi the cities. It is not a Utopian 
scheme, or economically im- 
practical. Sullivan was speaking 
at a "congressional conference" 
on full employment, convened 
here this past week by the Coun- 
cil for National Policy Planning,

economists, business

They have in- 
troduced in House and Senate 
the so-caned Hawkins- 
Ht'iuphrey Bill, imposing a man- 
datory fail-employment policy 
on the federal government, ia- 
doding the Federal Reserve 
Board, end making a decent job 
the U-cai right of every 
Anx-ricaa. 


Improved versions of the 


measure are now bang drafted. 
House sources say Speaker Carl 
Albert has pledged hss faH ef- 


forts to enactment by next 
-spring. The AFL-CIO outlined in 
November a fuH-employrDent 
program, similar to the 
Hawkins-Humphrey bill, that it 
c&;led a "mast" for con- 
gressional action next year, and 
George Meany is reported to 
have pledged that labor would 
"go all-o'jt" for its enactment. 


Ford would undoubtedly veto 


the Hawkzns-HarnpSirey Bill if 
Congress did pass it; even if it 
were defeated in Congress, his 
opposition and that of 
Republican legislators would 
draw the issue; and while 
Reapn's attitude caraot so easi- 
ly be predicted, his conservative 
backing suggests that be might 


be even more strongly opposed

None of this would be as easy 


for the Democrats as it may 
sound. The conventional wisdom 
is that full employment must in- 
evitably cause high inflation and 
huge deficits (although the exact 
opposite might be true of a 
properly conceived 
full- 


employment policy), and the 
Republicans and conservative 
Democrats would make a hard 
fight on that ground. 


The costs in the beginning are 


hard to estimate, but the Joint 
Economic Committee thinks a 
program to provide jobs'for only 
half of the unemployed above 
the 4.5% level would cost about 
$5.5 million a year. Full employ- 
ment might actually pay for 
itself ultimately in increased tax 
receipts and productivity, but 
that is a hard argument to make 
against high initial dollar outlays 
— for which, anyway, no provi- 
sion was made in the con- 
gressional budget resolution ap- 
proved last week. 


Some of the economists at the 


congressional 
conference 


warned, moreover, that the 
Hawkins-Humphrey approach 
needs much work before its 
commitment to full employment 
could become a successful 
program for achieving it; of 
these criticisms, more later. 
Politically speaking, the 
Democratic opportunity is to 
make the commitment the bill 
calk for and to campaign against 
toe Republican nominee — and 
George Wallace, if necessary - 
on the pledge of a decent job for 
every man and woman willing 
and able in work,

U.S. District Ju dge W arren Urbom last 
Friday dismissed Terry C arpenter’s lawsu it 
with which the legendary politician from 
Scottsblu ff was try ing to reclaim the u n­ 
icameral seat he lost after a recou nt in the 
down-to-the-wire 48 th D istrict election of 
197 4. Actu ally , the lawsu it in federal cou rt 
was filed in behalf of a nu m ber of v oters 
who may hav e failed to comply with 
sta tu tory 
re qu ire m e nts 
in w riting 
Carpenter’s name. They knew who they 
wanted to v ote for, bu t they either mis­ 
spelled the name or did not write it in com­ 
pletely — u ltimately to the dissatisfaction 
of canv assers. Ju dge Urbom observ ed, 
among other things, that the v oters may 
take measu res to learn to write the fu ll 
name of the candidate. He threw the case 
ou t “ for want of ju risdiction.” 


Few folks wanted ju risdiction in 
Carpenter's fight to regain his legislativ e 
seat — a seat he renou nced after a losing 
race for the Democrats’ lieu tenant gov er­ 
nor nomination in the spring bu t which he 
later sou ght to recaptu re with a write-in 
campaign in the fall, 


Nebraska Secy , of State Allen Beer- 
mann was one who did take ju risdiction. 
After Scotts Blu ff Cou nty election officials 
declared Carpenter a winner by three 
v otes, Beermann su perv ised a recou nt in 
which dozens of Carpenter write-in v otes 
¡were disqu alified. W illiam Nichol of 
Scottsblu ff was declared the winner by 68 
v otes and now holds the 48 th District seat. 


Carpenter's appeal to state cou rts was 
dismissed for lack of ju risdiction. Nor did 
Carpenter’s colleagu es in the Legislatu re — 
many of them lesser lights and nerv ou s 
nellies who had been largely ignored 
becau se of the Carpenter presence — want 
to accept ju risdiction. They didn’t want to 
tou ch the case and fortu nately fou nd an 
ex cu se: Carpenter had failed to file a bond 
to su pport his contest within the requ ired 
time period. The Legislatu re v oted 30-18 to 
abandon the case and the senators nev er 
looked at the contested ballots. 
Carpenter then went to federal cou rt 
and the rest is history . Whether it’s fair or 


u nfair, Terrible Terry is ou t. At least for 
awhile. 
We continu e to share the opinion of 
many that the wishes of those v oters in the 
48 th District who thou ght they v oted for 
C arpenter shou ld hav e cou nted for 
something. The majority ou t there who 
v oted did v ote for him, or thou ght they did. 
And if the cou rts didn’t dodge the issu e, we 
think the Legislatu re did. And for the 
wTong reasons. They didn’t, in their hearts, 
abandon Carpenter’s contest becau se he 
failed to file a bond in time; they did it 
becau se they didn’t want to be bothered 
with him any longer or su ffer by com­ 
parison any more. 
The Legislatu re is changed, of cou rse. 
Carpenter as a senator cou ld think 
small thou ghts — bu t he was ahead of 
many of his peers becau se he cou ld, and 
did, think big as well. For ex ample, 
C arpenter thou ght it essential that 
Nebraskans be well-edu cated and well- 
informed and to that end he brou ght his in­ 
flu ence to bear in behalf of higher edu ca­ 
tion and a qu ality pu blic telev ision 
network. Those are only two ex amples of 
his interest. From day to day , howev er, he 
was m ost v alu able in 
keeping the 
Legislatu re awake and progressing becau se 
of 
his 
shfew d ness, 
pre pa re d ne ss, 
preparedness, u npredictability and v ision. 
All this has been sid before. It needs to be 
said again becau se the Legislatu re has 
changed and many of the members think it 
has changed for the better. It hasn’t, in ou r 
opinion. 
Carpenter’s 
replacement, 
du ring a 
time of a strong Nebraska economy com­ 
pared to the nation as a while, proposes to 
rein in hu man serv ices and starv e higher 
edu cation. We don’t mean to be u nfair to 
Mr. Nichol, bu t it is another ex ample of 
how things hav e changed. 
At 7 5, Carpenter still is y ou nger in 
thou ght and phy sical well-being than many 
people ten, twenty , thirty y ears y ou nger. 
We hope he continu es to be politically ac­ 
tiv e. And who knows — if he feels fit in 
197 8, he may decide to take the case back 
to the cou rt of original ju risdiction: the 
48 th District. 


Remember The Ringneck? 


Twice this au tu mn w e’v e talked in this 
space abou t the declining pheasant popu la­ 
tion, the reasons behind it and the need for 
a concerted effort to preserv e and maintain 
adequ ate habitat for wildlife. 
We’v e heard comments abou t the 
alleged decrease in the pheasant popu la­ 
tion. Some hu nters prefer to keep their 
heads in the sand. They are Likely to com­ 
ment that “there are plenty of birds and 
plenty of cov er.” They 'v e been as lu cky in 
finding birds as they are shortsighted, we 
gu ess. The more thou ghtfu l hu nters and 
ou tdoorsmen know that habitat is dis­ 
appearing, and along with it, the wildlife. 
Recent su rv ey s su ggest that pheasants 
in Nebraska are fewer in nu mber than at 


any time since cou nts were begu n some 30 
y ears ago, say s Dr. Phil Gipson of the 
Univ ersity of Nebraska Department of 
Pou ltry - and Wildlife. And the pheasant 
situ ation cou ld be worse nex t y ear if there 
is a sev ere winter. The problem, he say s, is 
lack of su fficient protectiv e cov er. 
“The key to prov iding better habitat 
for birds,’’ say s Gipson, “ lies in the joint 
cooperation of hu nters and farmers, plu s 
some sou rce of fu nds to help farmers pay 
the cost of keeping land idle while it 
prov ides food and shelter for game birds." 
Get the pictu re? The pheasant popu la­ 
tion is rapidly declining for lack of cov er 
and adequ ate habitat will not materialize 
simply by wishing for it.

WA S HI NGT ON - The 
Democrats now hav e the oppor­ 
tu nity — there may nev er be a 
better — to dev elop an economic 
and political issu e of ov erriding 
importance for a 197 6 campaign 
against either Gerald Ford or 
Ronald Reagan. The issu e is fu ll 
employ ment;

bu dget deficit projected for 
fiscal 
1 976 , and the cau se of 
many disagreeable social con­ 
sequ ences — higher crime rates, 
for one probable ex ample. 


Leon Su lliv an, a respected 
black leader from Philadelphia 
and a member of the board of 
General Motors, believ es also 
that “new seeds of insu rrection 
are being sown in the cities of

It is all v agu ely goofy , bu t 
the adv ertisers are clearly in 
tou ch with the y earnings of the 
people. They are the most 
materialistic part of ou r society , 
ou t they also know how to 
appeal to the deepest anx ieties 
and longings of the people. 


“Thanks for not giv ing u p,” 
say s I. W. Harper Bou rbon 
Whiskey . “To know u s is to lov e 
u s,” say s Early Times Whiskey . 
“Progress for the people,” say s 
General Electric. “The wings of 
man,” say s Eastern Airlines. 


You cou ld argu e that it’s all a 
bit of a frau d, and that the ad- 
writers are not philosophers bu t 
twisters, and y et they are the last 
of the optimists these day s in 
America, and in a fu nny way , 
they balance the ou trageou s 
pessimism of all other writers of 
ou r time.

None of this wou ld be as easy 
for the Democrats as it may 
sou nd.

Consumers are going to have 


more grain-fed beef to eat hi 
1976 than they had in 1975. "I am 
estimating that total beef 
production in 1976 will be 3% to 
5% greater than in 1975 and it 
will all come from fed beef," 
said Dr. Al Wellman, University 
of Nebraska agricultural 
economist. 


The monthly report of cattle 


on feed indicated a larger 
number of cattle were put into 
feedlots by farmers in the last 
month than most of the brokers 
and market soothsayers had an- 
ticipated. 


The number of cattle and 


calves on feed Dec. 1 in the 
seven major cattle feeding states 
of Arizona, California, Colorado, 
Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska and 
Texas was up 25% from a year 
ago.

Pham Van Hoag was released 
from his contract with Loup City 
at the doctor's request. 


Hoag was one of two Viet- 


namese physicians who had 
planned to practice in Loup City. 
The agreement called for the 
two physicians to practice hi 
Loup City for two years after ob- 
taining a Nebraska medical 
license. 


In return, the city would pay 


each doctor $500 per month, fur- 
nish housing and pay utilities. 


However, funds were un- 


available to pay housing and 
utility costs while the two Loup 
City physicians attended medical 
school hi Omaha. 


After failing to receive the 


housing payments, Hoag found 
sponsorship from a New York 
organization and asked to be 
released from his agreement.

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Wellman noted that the reduc-

Fanners are feeling the pinch 


of higher prices for what they 
buy and lower prices for the 
things they sell, according to 
records of the first nine months 
of farm business. 


"These are Economic 


Research Service (ERS) figures 
that at times are subject to con- 
siderable change after the final 
data are collected," said Ron 
Radenx, of the State-Federal 
Division of Agricultural 


' Statistics. 


The data show that farm 


expenses had jumped from 7% 
to 12% while farm income from 
the sales of grain dropped 21% 
and the income from livestock 
marketed was up 1%. 


Radenz attributed the drop in 


income from grain to lower 
prices and to a smaller volume 
of grain sold during the early 
part of the year. "You have to 
realize that most of the grain 
sales in the report were from the 
1974 crop which was sharply cur- 
tailed by drought," he said. 


Cash receipts from crops and 


livestock up to Sept. 30 totaled 
$2.773 billion compared to $3.022 
billion for the same period in 
1974. 


The data on expenses are com- 


puted in percentages rather than 
in dollars. "It has ranged around 
7% above last year for some 
months, 10% for other months 
and as much as 12% higher in a 
few months. It is obviously 
costing farmers a good deal 
more to buy fertilizer, 
machinery, fuel and parts than it 
did a year ago. They have to be 
feeling the squeeze," Radenz 
said. 


The increased volume in 


livestock marketing as ranchers 
sold off a large part of their low 
value cow herd was offset by 
fewer of the high value fat cattle 
being marketed from feedlots 
this past year. 


Good hog prices for the early 


part of the year were offset by 
very small numbers of hogs 
available to sell. 


The total farm income figure 


may improve somewhat before 
the end of the year because of 
the excellent 1975 crop which 
farmers are now marketing. 


Prices of grain are con- 


siderably lower than they were a 
year ago and have dropped from 
those prices used in the report in 
September. Omaha prices for 
corn were $2.75 and for soybeans 


$5.26 at the end of September 
compared to $3.60 a year ago for 
corn and $8.90 for soybeans. 


Hog prices took a sharp drop 


of as much as $10 a cwt. of live 
weight, and cattle prices have 
softened somewhat since the end 
of September. 


"It is going to take in increase 


in grain marketing to push farm 
income up to the 1974 level. I 
think the grain supply is there 


but we won't know what the 
marketing volume is for some 
time," Radenz said. 


Total cash income to farmers 


from sales of crops and livestock 
in 1974 was $3.980 billion. Data 
from 1974 show income for the 
last three months was $1.207 
billion. With lower prices 
farmers will have to increase 
marketing volume sharply to 
match last year's cash income.

Omaha Desegregation Plan 


Omaha (UPI) - The Omaha 


Board of Education, by a less 
than unanimous vote, Monday 
night approved a federal court- 
mandated plan for desegregating 
Nebraska's largest school dis- 
trict 


The so-called "B-B-A Plan," if 


approved by U S District Judge 
Albert G Schatz of Omaha, 
would become effective next fall 
and calls for just over 8,000 
students to be reassigned, begin- 
ning with those in the 2nd grade 
and gradually tapering off into 
the high school level 


The 12-member board voted 


10-1-1 for the plan presented by 
its integration task force Donald 
Cunningham, a strong anti- 
busing advocate, voted against 
the plan, while Mrs Ruth 
Thomas, one of two blacks on 
the board, abstained as she did 
earlier in the day when the 
proposal was ratified by a school 
board committee on a 4-0-1 vote 


Board attorney Kenneth Holm 


said the motion was worded to 
preserve the school district's 
right to utilize further legal 
proceedings if necessary 


Wording Disliked 


The Rev RF Jenkins, the 


board's other black member, 
said he disagreed with the wor- 
ding of the motion, specifically 
to where the board said it was 
adopting the plan "because we 
have been ordered to by the U S 


Court of Appeals of the 8th Cir- 
cuit " 


Jenkins voted for the motion, 


but said he was a little over 50% 
satisfied with the plan 


By its approval, the board 


went on record as reserving the 
"right to change this plan by 
proper legal means if there is 
any alteration in the law on 
school desegregation 
remedies 


at some subsequent point in 


time " 


In addition, the board made it 


clear the plan was adopted as a 
"whole and that no particular 
part of the plan is being ap- 
proved by the board in isolation 
if the entire plan is not 
accepted " 


Meeting Asked 


The board asked its attorneys 


to arrange a hearing with Schatz 
"as soon as possible" to deter- 
mine if the plan is acceptable 
The Appeals Court had ordered 
the school district to submit a 
plan by Jan 1 


The proposed plan calls for a 


minimum of just over 8,000 
students to be reassigned to 
achieve racial balance, including 
5,000 elementary, 2,300 junior 
high and 750 high school 
students 


The high school integration 


concept is based on a 
"voluntary-mandatory plan " At 
present, some 340 students are 
attending schools under the 


voluntary racial balance transfer 
system, and thus that figure 
would have to double for the 
high school integration to volun- 
tarily succeed 


As Lost Resort 


If the school district fails to 


receive the needed voluntary 
transfers under the high school 
plan, mandatory reassignment 
procedures would be initiated 


"I hope we don't have to use 


them," said Norbert J Schuer- 
man, chairman of the school dis- 
trict's integration task force 


Of the school district's 57,500 


students, Schuerman said 80% 
were white and 20% black 
Consequently, he said more 
blacks would be affected by the 
move to achieve racial balance 
than whites 


The elementary school plan 


would affect 70 out of the 72 
schools of that grade level, with 
the District 67 and Ponca schools 
in far northwest Omaha exempt 
from direct involvement because 
of their geographical locations 


Students in kindergarten and 


first grades will remain in 
neighborhood schools, while 2nd 
grade students from schools 
having significant black 
enrollments will be reassigned to 
paired predominately 
white 


schools If court guidelines are 
not met, 3rd grade students will 
be reassigned 


Students from 11 schools now 


within court guidelines will not 
be reassigned in the elementary 
plan, while overall black 
enrollments, once the plan is im- 
plemented will range from 15 to 
25% 


The junior high program 


would discontinue the 9th grade 
at Central, North and south High 
Schools with the design In mind 
to have all 9th graders attending 
junior high facilities 


Black enrollments 
in all 


facilities housing junior high 
grade levels will not be less than 
5% and not more than 35% 


Under the senior high plan, 


the black student 
percentage 


attending Benson, Central and 
Technical high schools would be 
reduced, while both the black 
and non-black enrollment at 
Benson and North would be in- 
creased The racial composition 
of students bodies in Bryan, 
Benson, Central, North and 
Technical high schools would be 
stabilized 


The black enrollment range at 


Bryan, Burke, Northwest and 
South High Schools would range 
from 5 to 25%, while the white 
enrollment at Tech would not be 
less than 50% lor the 1976-77 
school year Tech currently has 
an 80% black enrollment 


Black enrollment is not to 


exceed 25% at Benson High and 
35% at Central and North

Omaha (UPI) — The Omaha 
Board of Education, by a less 
than unanimous vote, Monday 
night approved a federal court- 
mandated plan for desegregating 
Nebraska’s largest school dis­ 
trict. 
The so-called “B-B-A Plan,” if 
approved by U.S. District Judge 
Albert G. Schatz of Omaha, 
would become effective next fall 
and calls for just over 8,000 
students to be reassigned, begin­ 
ning with those in the 2nd grade 
and gradually tapering off into 
the high school level. 
The 12-member board voted 
10-1-1 for the plan presented by 
its integration task force. Donald 
Cunningham, a strong anti­ 
busing advocate, voted against 
the plan, while Mrs. Ruth 
Thomas, one of two blacks on 
the board, abstained as she did 
earlier in the day when the 
proposal was ratified by a school 
board committee on a 4-0-1 vote. 
Board attorney Kenneth Holm 
said the motion was worded to 
preserve the school district’s 
right to utilize further legal 
proceedings if necessary. 
Wording Disliked 
The Rev. R.F. Jenkins, the 
board’s other black member, 
said he disagreed with the wor­ 
ding of the motion, specifically 
to where the board said it was 
adopting the plan “because we 
have been ordered to by the U.S. 


Court of Appeals of the 8th Cir­ 
cuit.” 
Jenkins voted for the motion, 
but said he was a little over 50% 
satisfied with the plan. 
By its approval, the board 
went on record as reserving the 
“ right to change this plan by 
proper legal means if there is 
any alteration in the law on 
school desegregation remedies 
... at some subsequent point in 
time.” 
In addition, the board made it 
clear the plan was adopted as a 
“whole and that no particular 
part of the plan is being ap­ 
proved by the board in isolation 
if the entire plan is not 
accepted.” 
Meeting Asked 
The board asked its attorneys 
to arrange a hearing with Schatz 
“as soon as possible” to deter­ 
mine if the plan is acceptable. 
The Appeals Court had ordered 
the school district to submit a 
plan by Jan. 1. 
The proposed plan calls for a 
minimum of just over 8,000 
students to be reassigned to 
achieve racial balance, including 
5,000 elementary, 2,300 junior 
high and 750 high school 
students. 
The high school integration 
concept is based on a 
“voluntary-mandatory plan.” At 
present, some 340 students are 
attending schools under the 


voluntary racial balance transfer 
system, and thus that figure 
would have to double for the 
high school integration to volun­ 
tarily succeed. 
As Last Resort 
If the school district fails to 
receive the needed voluntary 
transfers under the high school 
plan, mandatory reassignment 
procedures would be initiated. 
“ I hope we don’t have to use 
them,” said Norbert J. Schuer- 
man, chairman of the school dis­ 
trict’s integration task force. 
Of the school district’s 57,500 
students, Schuerman said 80% 
were white and 20% black. 
Consequently, he said more 
blacks would be affected by the 
move to achieve racial balance 
than whites. 


The elementary school plan 
would affect 70 out of the 72 
schools of that grade level, with 
the District 67 and Ponca schools 
in far northwest Omaha exempt 
from direct involvement because 
of their geographical locations. 
Students in kindergarten and 
first grades will remain in 
neighborhood schools, while 2nd 
grade students from schools 
having significant black 
enrollments will be reassigned to 
paired predominately white 
schools. If court guidelines are 
not met, 3rd grade students will 
be reassigned. 


Students from 11 schools now 
within court guidelines will not 
be reassigned in the elementary 
plan, while overall black 
enrollments, once the plan is im­ 
plemented will range from 15 to 
25%. 
The junior high program 
would discontinue the 9th grade 
at Central, North and south High 
Schools with the desip In mind 
to have all 9th graders attending 
junior high facilities. 
Black enrollments in all 
facilities housing junior high 
grade levels will not be less than 
5% and not more than 35%. 
Under the senior high plan, 
the black student percentage 
attending Benson, Central and 
Technical high schools would be 
reduced, while both the black 
and non-black enrollment at 
Benson and North would be in­ 
creased. The racial composition 
of students bodies in Bryan, 
Benson, Central, North and 
Technical high schools would be 
stabilized. 
The black enrollment range at 
Bryan, Burke, Northwest and 
South High Schools would range 
from 5 to 2570, while the white 
enrollment at Tech would not be 
less than 50% for the 1976-77 
school year. Tech currently has 
an 807o black enrollment. 
Black enrollment is not to 
exceed 25% at Benson High and 
35% at Central and North. 


Antibusing Group Eyes 
Litigation, Legislation 


Omaha (AP) — “ Litigation 
and legislation" will be the tools 
of Omahans Against Forced 
Busing, according to the group’s 
president. 
“A court order is not a law. 
We can reapply to a judge for 
another hearing,” said Mrs. 
John Eisel, referring to an 8th 
Circuit Court of Appeals ruling 
requiring desegregation of the 
Omaha School District by next 
school year. 


“ The plan so far is that 
kindergarten and lst-graders 
would remain in their 
neighborhood schools. But I 
don't want my child to go eight 
or nine miles” when another 
school is closer, said Mrs. Eisel, 
who has one 4-vear-old child, 
three grown chiidren and one 
grandchild. 
The U.S. Supreme Court last 
month declined to review the 8th 
Circuit Court decision. 
The Omaha School Board 
heard several desegregation 
plans proposed by an integration 
task force at a Monday meeting. 
The school district must sub­ 
mit its plans for integration to 
the U.S. District Court in Omaha 
by Jan. 1. 
A final plan must be approved 
by the court before taking effect. 
Mrs. Easel said the organiza­ 
tion of ‘‘several hundred 
members” wants to safeguard 
against what it sees as dangers in 
forced integration.

Supreme Court Declines Indian Case 


Washington (AP) - The 


Supreme Court Monday declined 
to decide whether Indians must 
pay property taxes on land ob- 
tained in exchange for tax- 
exempt reservation land. 


The court let stand a South 


Dakota Supreme Court decision 
that such land is subject to local 
property taxes in some cir- 
cumstances. 


The question arose in a law- 


suit brought by Nannette Lead- 
ing Fighter, a member of the 
Rosebud Sioux Indian tribe in 
South Dakota. She has since 
died, but her husband David 
Leading Fighter, also a member 
of the Rosebud Sioux tribe, is 
pursuing the case. 


The dispute involves a parcel 


of Rosebud Sioux reservation 


land allotted by the federal 
government to Nannette Lead- 
ing Fighter in 1913. 


"The United States held this 


parcel of remote and unim- 
proved grazing land in trust for 
her until 1960 when Nannette 
wished to exchange this parcel of 
trust land for a lot in the town of 
Herrick," said attorneys for the 
Indians. 


When the exchange was com- 


pleted, Gregory County officials 
attempted to collect property 
taxes on the lot. 


"Nannette was so impove- 


rished that she could not pay the 
taxes, and the county sold the lot 
and home for taxes," the 
lawyers said. 


They argued that the Herrick 


lot was tax-exempt because the 


reservation property exchanged 
for it was tax-exempt. 


The South Dakota court ruled 


that the substitute property lost 
its tax exemption because fed- 
eral officials failed to make clear 
that it had the same trust status 
as the reservation plot. 


Attorneys for the Indians said 


the law allowing such exchanges 
"provide a vehicle for reserva- 
tion Indians to leave the reserva- 


tion and enter the larger society, 
while still retaining a small 
parcel of tax-exempt land for a 
homesite, for leasing, etc." 


But they contended, "This 


vestigial link to one's Indian 
heritage will be lost to Indians 
who elect to leave the reserva-' 
Uon if non-taxability cannot be 
guaranteed."

Supreme Court Decl i nes I ndi an 
Case 
Washington (AP) - The 
Supreme Court Monday declined 
to decide whether Indians must 
pay property taxes on land ob­ 
tained in exchange for tax- 
exempt reservation land. 
The court let stand a South 
Dakota Supreme Court decision 
that such land is subject to local 
property taxes in some cir­ 
cumstances. 
The question arose in a law­ 
suit brought by Nannette Lead­ 
ing Fighter, a member of the 
Rosebud Sioux Indian tribe in 
South Dakota. She has since 
died, but her husband David 
Leading Fighter, also a member 
of the Rosebud Sioux tribe, is 
pursuing the case. 
The dispute involves a parcel 
of Rosebud Sioux reservation 


land allotted by the federal 
government to Nannette Lead­ 
ing Fighter in 1913. 
“The United States held this 
parcel of remote and unim­ 
proved grazing land in trust for 
her until 1960 when Nannette 
wished to exchange this parcel of 
trust land for a lot in the town of 
Herrick,” said attorneys for the 
Indians. 
When the exchange was com­ 
pleted, Gregory County officials 
attempted to collect property 
taxes on the lot. 
“Nannette was so impove­ 
rished that she could not pay the 
taxes, and the county sold the lot 
and home for taxes,” the 
lawyers said. 
They argued that the Herrick 
lot was tax-exempt because the 


reservation property exchanged 
for it was tax-exempt. 
The South Dakota court ruled 
that the substitute property lost 
its tax exemption because fed­ 
eral officials failed to make clear 
that it had the same trust status 
as the reservation plot. 
Attorneys for the Indians said 
the law allowing such exchanges 
“provide a vehicle for reserva­ 
tion Indians to leave the reserva­ 


tion and enter the larger society, 
while still retaining a small 
parcel of tax-exempt land for a 
homesite, for leasing, etc.” 


But they contended, “This 
vestigial link to one’s Indian 
heritage will be lost to Indians 
who elect to leave the reserva­ 
tion if non-taxability cannot be 
guaranteed.”

with their father 


He'U Be Frazzled 


"I can see how frazzled he will be when 


he brings them back," she said, smiling 


"I would like to have them with me" at 


Christmas, she said on the more serious 
side "But to be fair the children should 
spend time with their dad 


"But knowing it's fair doesn't make it 


easy. It kind of leaves you with an empty 
feeling. I don't know what I'll do Christmas 
Day It will be an experience." 


Traditionally, Harvey Heald has had his 


11 and 7-year-old daughters with him on 
Christmas Eve. However, this year, 
because of conflicts in his former wife's 
working schedule, the two young girls will 
spend Christmas Eve with their mother. 


"This will be the first Christmas Eve 


they won't be with me," he explained. 
"But I'm not really worried about it 
because I'll be spending Christmas Eve 
with somebody else. These are times that 
shouldn't be spent alone." 


Dianne Gifford, coordinator for a recent 


Adjusting To Divorce seminar sponsored 
by Southeast Nebraska Community 
Technical College and held in Beatrice, 
agreed. 


Other Acquaintances 


Although "there is a certain amount of 


loneliness involved," parents should have 
other acquaintances with whom to spend 
the holidays when they can't be with their 
own children,' she said. 


Gordon Kuklish of the Lincoln-Lancaster 


Mental Health Center concurred that 
"depression and loneliness" seem to go 
hand-in-hand, because this time of year 
serves as "reminders of things past and 
what things could be like." 


But he added these feelings also are 


prompted by "our society which is very 
family-oriented and those without a family 
are kind of left out" during the holidys. 


Still, "you have to think of the child. The 


reality is that the child will have to spend 
time with the other parent," Ms. Gifford 
said. "A parent has to feel free enough to 
allow the child to have a good time." 


Visits Encouraged 


William Greenfield said he always en- 


courages his five children, who range in age 
from 12 to 19 years, to visit their mother. 


"I would feel bad if they didn't go up 


there," he said. "I think she would miss 
them more at Christmas than I would 


because I see them everyday. 


"But there is a lot of pressure on them 


(the chilren) because they want to please 
both sides." 


And since children of divorced parents 


often are confused by divided loyalties, Ms. 
Gifford stressed it is imperative that 
"children feel they are the most important 
people to their parents when a marriage is 
ended." 


Furthermore, she said, divorced parents 


should not compete with each other when 
giving their children gifts. Competition 
between parents "is destructive," she said, 
and in this situation "children are being 
used as pawns." 


No Competition 


Greenfield, Mrs. Aspedon and Heald in- 


dicated they have never experienced any 
gift-giving competition problems with their 
ex-spouses; the latter two added they have 
overcome potential problems in this area 
by compiling a gift list with their former 
spouses and conferring with one another 
about purchased items to avoid duplica- 
tion. 


They added, however, that the most 


competition on gifts seems to be among 
maternal and paternal grandparents. 


"Grandparents enter into the holiday 


idea, because they set up the family 
traditions and I think this creates 
problems," explained Kiklish. 


Kiklish said excessive gift-giving to 


grandchildren from a broken home may 
result from the grandparents' lack of un- 
derstanding of the situation and a 
bitterness "because someone broke the 
family tradition by having a divorce."

Mrs. Varra, a grandmother 
whose private practice is 
restricted to cases referred by 
doctors, has conducted free 90- 
minute sessions for the past 
month to men on parole and 
probation.

Huskers To Face Pacific 


BRUCE HARDY. . . From Quarterback To 
Tight End For Sun Devils.

Hardy Started At QB 


When Arizona State opened its season with a 35-12 victory 


over Washington, the quarterback for the Sun Devils was Bruce 
Hardy, a 64, 215-pound sophomore from Copperton, Utah. 
Against Nebraska in the Fiesta Bowl, Hardy will start at tight 
end. 


Why the change? Well, Hardy said the decision was his after 


he had slipped from No. 1 to No. 3 quarterback by mid-October 
and the Sun Devils were hard up for a tight end. 


Hardy gained fame during his senior year in high school 


when Sports Illustrated carried a cover picture of him in the 
April 29,1974 edition, proclaiming him as the nation's outstan- 
ding prep athlete. 


Hardy lettered three years each in football, basketball and 


baseball at Bingham High in Copperton. He was state MVP hi 
football and basketball during his junior and senior seasons and 
all-state in baseball as a junior and senior. 


"Coach (Frank) Rush asked me after the Idaho game (ASU 


won 29-3) if I'd like to give tight end a try," Hardy recalls. "I 
said sure, but he made it clear I didn't have to move if I didn't 
want to." 


Hardy wasn't playing much by then since Dennis Sproul and 


Fred Mortensen had moved ahead of him at quarterback. And 
Arizona State had just lost Danny Smith because of a broken leg. 
He was the Sun devils tight end. 


Hardy Caught Ten Passes 


Hardy played so well he remained No. 1 tight end the rest of 


the season, playing ahead of Kirk Carter, who lost some time 
because of injuries after replacing Smith. 


Offensive line coach Butch Metcalf calls Hardy "an excep- 


tional athlete." Hardy quickly learned the techniques of 
blocking and running pass routes. He hauled in 10 for the Sun 
Devils for 155 yards and one touchdown. 


v ''He can really catch the football and he knows what to do 


with it once he catches it," Metcalf said. "You have to gang 
tackle him. He'll drag one man to death." 


Hardy said tight end is "different" from quarterback. "I 


never really had to block before," he said. "But I'm learning. I 
stayed late after practice and Coach Metcalf helped me with my 
technique. By playing quarterback, I knew most of the tight 
end's pass routes. That was easy, but blocking isn't. I just wish I 
could find a pad for my entire body.'' 


Hardy alternated between the varsity and freshman squads 


a year ago. He completed eight of 21 passes for 97 yards and 
rushed for 83 yards in 19 attempts during his limited varsity ac- 
tion. 


In his only varsity quarterback start this year,-he hit five of 


11 for 67 yards and had one intercepted. Sproul beat him out and 
ended up with a .571 completion average on 60 of 105 attempts 
for 895 yards and eight touchdowns. Mortensen had 59 of 113 for 
1,058 yards and four touchdowns, including a 95-yarder against 
Texas Christian. 


Cipriano Calls N

"Pacific has some JC transfers and young 


players," Cipriano said. "They're a big team 
with 10 players 6-6 or better." 


Coached by Stan Morrison, Pacific has five 


returning lettermen, but only one starter from 
last year's Tigers, who won 12 of 26 overall 
games and just three of 10 in the Pacific Coast 
Athletic Conference for seventh place. 


The returning starter is 6-5 forward forward 


Vic Baker, who is averaging 11 points and 5.5 
rebounds in the early season tests.

Hardy Started At QB 
When Arizona State op ened its season with a 35 -12 v ictory 
ov er Washington, the q u arterback for the Su n Dev ils was Bru ce 
Hardy , a 6-4, 215 -p ou nd sop homore from Cop p erton, Utah. 
Against Nebraska in the Fiesta Bowl, Hardy will start at tight 
end. 


Why the change? Well, Hardy said the decision was his after 
he had slip p ed from No. 1 to No. 3 q u arterback by mid-October 
and the Su n Dev ils were hard u p for a tight end. 


Hardy gained fame du ring his senior y ear in high school 
when Sp orts Illu strated carried a cov er p ictu re of him in the 
Ap ril 29, 1974 edition, p roclaiming him as the nation's ou tstan­ 
ding p rep athlete. 
Hardy lettered three y ears each in football, basketball and 
baseball at Bingham High in Cop p erton. He was state MVP in 
football and basketball du ring his ju nior and senior seasons and 
all-state in baseball as a ju nior and senior. 


“Coach (Frank) Ku sh asked me after the Idaho game (ASU 
won 29-3) if I’d like to giv e tight end a try ,” Hardy recalls. "I 
said su re, bu t he made it clear I didn’t hav e to mov e if I didn't 
want to.” 


Hardy wasn ’t p lay ing mu ch by then since Dennis Sp rou l and 
Fred Mortensen had mov ed ahead of him at q u arterback. And 
Arizona State had ju st lost Danny Smith becau se of a broken leg. 
He was the Su n dev ils tight end. 


Hardy Caught Ten Passes 
Hardy p lay ed so well he remained No. 1 tight end the rest of 
the season, p lay ing ahead of Kirk Carter, who lost some time 
becau se of inju nes after rep lacing Smith. 


Offensiv e line coach Bu tch Metcalf calls Hardy "an ex cep ­ 
tional athlete." Hardy q u ickly learned the techniq u es of 
blocking and ru nning p ass rou tes. He hau led in 10 for the Su n 
Dev ils for 15 5 y ards and one tou chdown. 


“He can really catch the football and he knows what to do 
with it once he catches it,” Metcalf said. “You hav e to gang 
tackle him. He’ll drag one man to death.” 
Hardy said tight end is “different” from q u arterback. “1 
nev er really had to block before,” he said. “Bu t I’m learning, I 
stay ed late after p ractice and Coach Metcalf help ed me with my 
techniq u e. By p lay ing q u arterback, I knew most of the tight 
end’s p ass rou tes. That was easy , bu t blocking isn’t. I ju st wish I 
cou ld find a p ad for my entire body ." 


Hardy alternated between the v arsity and freshman sq u ads 
a y ear ago. He comp leted eight of 21 p asses for 97 y ards and 
ru shed for 8 3 y ards in 19 attemp ts du ring his limited v arsity ac­ 
tion. 


In his only v arsity q u arterback start this y ear, he hit fiv e of 
11 for 67 y ards and had one intercep ted. Sp rou l beat him ou t and 
ended u p with a .571 comp letion av erage on 60 of 105 attemp ts 
for 8 95 y ards and eight tou chdowns. Mortensen had 5 9 of 113 for 
1,05 8 y ards and fou r tou chdowns, inclu ding a 95 -y arder against 
Tex as Christian.

few extra dollars can wipe out 
your $750 dependency exemp- 
tion (and this year a $30 tax 
credit) 


To qualify as a dependent, the 


parent must have a gross income 
of less than ?7oO and you must 
pay for more than half his sup- 
port Social Security payments 
don t count as income, but they 
do count towards support (if so 
used) To ensure that you pay 
more than half, you might have 


to give >our mother or father a 
little extra support money at 
year-end 


(5) If you have any stock 


market losses, think seriously 
about taking them If you hold 
on, hoping for the stock to come 
back, you lose the chance to 
write off part of the loss — 
thereby sheltering other income 
And you need not part with the 
stock forever If you still have 
faith that it will go up, you can 
buy it back after 30 days 


Here are the rules on capital 


losses If you've held the stock 
for less than six months, the loss 
is deductible dollar for dollar up 
to $1,000, with the rest earned 
over into the future If you've 
held for longer than six months, 
you can deduct 50 cents for every 
$1 of loss up to a total deduction 
of $1 000 Again, the rest is 
available to be carried forward 
next year To establish a loss, 
vou must sell by Dec 31 


(6) To take a capital gain this 


year, you should sell before Dec 
24 since it normally takes five 
business days to complete a sale 
However, a broker may be able 
to execute a fast "cash sale" for 
you right up until the end of the 
year By matching gains with 
losses, you can avoid capital 
gains taxes If you want to push 
the gam over into next year, sell 
after Dec 23 


(7) If you're married, and you 


and your spouse both work, your 
taxes were probably un- 
derwithheld That's because the 
tax table assumes that you both 
get the full standard deduction, 
when in fact you each get only 
half that amount So make sure 
you set aside some money to pay 
your tax bill in April

Year-End Tax Pl anni ng 
Can Save You Money

New York — End-of-the-year 
tax planning is something 
everyone thinks about but only a 
few people do. It sometimes 
seems as if the strategies are 
suited only to the rich. And 
besides, who wants to litter up 
the holiday season with tax 
returns? 
Yet there are some ideas that 
could benefit people in every tax 
bracket, says certified public ac­ 
countant Don J 
Summa, 
managing partner of Arthur 
Young & Co. ’s Newark, N.J , of­ 
fice, By checking over the list 
below, you might be able to save 
yourself a few dollars next April. 
(1) There is a lovely tax credit 
available for people who buy 
certain new houses in 1975. If 
you're looking at a house that 
qualifies, do your darndest to 
close the deal before the end of 
the year. The credit amounts to 
5% of the purchase price up to a 
maximum credit of $2,000 
(Although if you're selling an old 
house, certain tax adjustments 
may give you less than 5%). It 
applies to houses that were com­ 
pleted or under construction as 
of March 25. 1975, and acquired 
and occupied after March 12, 
Furthermore, the seller must 
certify that he hasn’t raised the 
price since Feb 28 
If you can t close the sale, it’s 
enough to enter into a binding 
contract to purchase. A house 
occupied in 1975 qualifies for the 
credit on this year's taxes.

(3) If you’ve been contributing 
to an individual retirement ac­ 
count, double-check your 
arithmetic. You can put in 15% 
of your earned income (but not 
15'" of such income as interest, 
dividends or rents). The annual 
ceiling on contributions is $1 ,- 
500; if you inadvertently put in 
too much you are hit with a 
penalty of 6% of the excess con­ 
tribution You have until the due 
date of your tax return to es­ 
tablish your actual income and 
make this year's IRA contribu­ 
tion But the Internal Revenue 
Service doesn’t have any 
regulatioas yet on whether you 
can withdraw an excess con­ 
tribution without penalty. 
(4) If you support an elderly 
parent, find out what his income 
has been this year, and fast. 
Soc ial Security benefits went up 
and unless you're careful those 
few extra dollars can wipe out 
your $750 dependency exemp­ 
tion (and this year a $30 tax 
credit). 
To qualify as a dependent, the 
parent must have a gross income 
of less than $750 and you must 
pay for more than half his sup­ 
port Social Security payments 
don't count as income, but they 
do count towards support (if so 
used). To ensure that you pay 
more than half, you might have 


to give your mother or father a 
little extra support money at 
year-end. 
(5) If you have any stock 
market losses, think seriously 
about taking them. If you hold 
on, hoping for the stock to come 
back, you lose the chance to 
write off part of the loss — 
thereby sheltering other income. 
And you need not part with the 
stock forever. If you still have 
faith that it will go up, you can 
buy it back after 30 days. 


Here are the rules on capital 
losses: If you’ve held the stock 
for less than six months, the loss 
is deductible dollar for dollar up 
to $1,000, with the rest carried 
over into the future. If you’ve 
held for longer than six months, 
you can deduct 50 cents for every 
$1 of loss up to a total deduction 
of $1,000. Again, the rest is 
available to be carried forward 
next year. To establish a loss, 
you must sell by Dec. 31. 
(6) To take a capital gain this 
year, you should sell before Dec. 
24, since it normally takes five 
business days to complete a sale. 
However, a broker may be able 
to execute a fast “ cash sale" for 
you right up until the end of the 
year. By matching gains with 
losses, you can avoid capital 
gains taxes. If you want to push 
the gam over into next year, sell 
after Dec. 23. 


(7) If you’re married, and you 
and your spouse both work, your 
taxes were probably un­ 
derwithheld. That's because the 
tax table assumes that you both 
get the full standard deduction, 
when in fact you each get only 
half that amount. So make sure 
you set aside some money to pay 
your tax bill in April.

Backers of a coal slurry 


pipeline Monday tried the 
carrot-and-stick technique to 
weaken legislative resistance to 
a bill needed to get the $750- 
million project underway. 


The carrot, offered by the 


pipeline's local lobbyist, Robert 
Crosby, took the form of an 
amendment which will prevent 
the pipeline firm from using con- 
demnation proceedings against 
farmers and ranchers. 


Condemnation could only be 


used against the pipeline's chief 
protagonists: five Nebraska 
railroads who could lose 25 
million tons a year in coal 
shipments from Wyoming. 


Crosby's stick was the 


possibility the pipeline might 
bypass Nebraska and go through 
Colorado if the Unicameral fails 
to enact the bill. 


Crosby said this would be bad 


for Nebraska because the state 
would have no controls over any 
impact pipelines may have on 
Nebraska's surface and un- 
derground water resources. 


The Legislature's Public 


Works Committee is presently 
studying a bill to give the 
pipeline condemnation powers 
which natural gas and oil 
pipelines now have. Crosby's 
comments came at a committee 
hearing Monday. 


The pipeline, which as been 


proposed by a firm called 
Energy Transportation Systems 
Inc. 
(ETSI), would ship coal, 


which has been pulverized and 
mixed with water, through 250 
miles of western Nebraska to 
Arkansas for Middle South 
Utilities. 


The railroads have refused to 


grant the pipeline right-of-way to 
pass, since the railroads fear the 
pipelines could seriously weaken 
their financial stability. 


Consequently, ETSI is asking 


the Oklahoma, Kansas and 
Nebraska legislatures for con- 
demnation powers when con- 
fronted by railroad resistance. 


Two principal concerns during 


discussions concerning the 
pipeline in Nebraska have been: 
Will the water taken from 
Wyoming for the pipeline reduce 


There is enough evidence for 


Wesley Peery to stand trial for 
first degree murder and robbery, 
Lancaster County District Judge 
Samuel Van Pelt ruled Monday. 


Peery, 51, is accused of the 


June 6 robbery of a Havelock 
coin shop and the shooting death 
of Mrs. Marianne Mitzner in the 
shop. 


Five separate categories of 


evidence — a raincoat with 
human blood spots, a .22-caliber 
revolver, two pieces of rope, a 
rag and a can of coins, were suf- 
ficient evidence, Judge Van Pelt 
said. 


Under Nebraska law it must 


be proved that a crime was com- 
mitted and that the person 
charged "probably"' committed 
that crime. 


After probable cause is found, 


the accused person is bound over 
to District Court for a plea and 
trial, if the plea is not guilty. 


Last September, Van Pelt 


reversed a County Court deci- 
sion binding Peery over for trial 
in District Court. In that ruling 
he gave the county attorney 15 
days to present additional 
evidence, which was done in a 
second preliminary hearing. 


In Monday's decision, Van 


Pelt upheld the County Court 
decision on that second 
preliminary hearing. 


No date has been set for 


Peery's arraignment and plea on 
the two charges.

the amount which travels into 
Nebraska and hurt irrigation? 
Will the buried pipeline cause 
erosion on range land or cause 
the ground to settle? 


The water will be taken from 


the Madison formation which, at 
4,500 feet beneath the surface of 
the land, is considerably deeper 
than existing agricultural wells. 


Vince Dreezen, a water expert 


f r o m the U n i v e r s i t y of 
Nebraska's conservation and 
survey division, told the Public 
Works Committee the pumping 
from the Madison formation will 
not hurt the availability of water 
for Nebraska. 


Dreezen called it "not a factor 


to be concerned about." 


Yet, he acknowledged, there is 


a lot to be learned about the 
Madison formation saying there 
should be more study. 


Employing what he called the 


"art of compromise", Crosby 
offered two amendments in- 
tended to satisfy the ranchers 
and farmers as well as the 
railroads. 


The amendments would put 


coal pipelines under the supervi- 
sion of the state director of 
water resources, who would 
have to determine that a 
pipeline would have no adverse 
effect on agricultural and 
municipal water supplies before 
it could be built. 


The second feature was the 


limitation of condemnation 
proceedings. 


Crosby said these concessions 


went "way beyond what we'd 
like to do." 


Sen. Jack Mills of Big Springs 


expressed skepticism that ETSI 
would ever be able to get all of 
the ranchers and farmers in 
western Nebraska to agree to a 
negotiated underground ease- 
ment for the pipeline. 


Crosby countered that he had 


similar misgivings, but he said, 
"We think we can negotiate." 


Should Nebraska refuse to ap- 


prove pipeline 
construction, 


Crosby said during questioning 
that ETSI would route the 
pipeline through Colorado if 
Oklahoma and Kansas approved. 


In Colorado, the law presently 


gives coal pipelines condemna- 
tion powers, provided the firm 
has a customer in Colorado. 


He said it would be a "great 


disservice to Nebraska" if the 
Legislature abrogated controls 
over the pipeline.

By a six to four vote, the State 


Board of Health Monday 
rejected a recommendation to 
place a moratorium on the 
purchase of computerized full- 
body scanners. 


The recommendation was 


made by the Advisory Council on 
Hospital and Medical Facilities 
at its Dec. 5 meeting. 


The proposed moratorium was 


supported by the State Com- 
prehensive Health Planning Of- 
fice. 


Technically known as com- 


puterized axial tomography 
(CAT) scanners, the scanners are 
sophisticated 
diagnostic tools 


which provide X-rays of the en- 
tire body, including the head. 


The equipment alone costs 


from $280,000 to $500,000. Staf- 
fing and operational costs can 
push the price tag up to between 
$1 million and $1.5 million. 


Because the CAT scanner is so 


new, the advisory group felt 
hospitals should postpone 
purchasing the costly equipment 
until more substantial data can 
be provided. 


However, State Health Board

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Beef Grading Controversy 
Apt Jo Go To Top Courf 


Deaths And Funerals 


Omaha (AP) - It appears that 


the U.S. Supreme Court will be 
given an opportunity to sink its 
teeth into the controversy about 
how the way the nation's beef is 
graded. 


The U.S. 8th Circuit Court of 


Appeals in St. Louis Monday 
rejected without comment sev- 
eral petitions asking for an "in 
bank" rehearing of arguments in 
the case initiated by a group of 
Omaha meat packers and a 
number of intervenors who are 
challenging the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture's proposed 
meat grading revisions. 


Two attorneys for the organ- 


izations challenging the new 
standards said they fully intend 
to pursue an appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, and an attorney- 
representing a number of in- 
tervening consumer groups said 
he is leaning in that direction at 
this time. 


The new standards were to 


have gone into effect last April 
14. But, three days before their 
scheduled implementation, U.S. 
District Court Judge Robert V. 
Denney of Omaha, acting on a 
request by the Independent 
Meat Packers Association of 
Omaha (IMPAO), issued a pre- 
liminary injunction halting the 
move. 


Denney said the USDA vio- 


lated an executive order by not 
filing an adequate statement on 
the impact the new standards 
would have on inflation. 


On orders from the 8th Cir- 


cuit, Denney held a two-week 
trial on the new standards in 
May, and later made his in- 
juction permanent. He ruled 
again the inflationary state- 
ment on file was not sufficient, 
that the USDA had overstepped 
its authority in promulgating the 
new standards, and that not 
enough consumer testing had 
been done. 


T h e proposed standards 


would lower the "fat marbling" 
content in cattle through 24 
months of age. "Marbling," or 
the small flecks of fat in the red, 
muscular portion of beef, is con- 
sidered by most authorities to be 
the best wav to measure how 


palatable (tasty, juicy and 
tender) a particular piece of beef 
will be. 


Such a reduction would mean 


some cattle now in the top end 
of the "good" grade could move 
up into the "choice" category, 
while some in the top end of the 
"choice" grade could move up to 
"prime." 


Among other more technical 


changes, the new guidelines 
would also make "yield grad- 
ing" mandatory on all carcasses 
which are "quality graded." 


LMPAO members oppose the 


new standards, claiming they 
will increase shipping costs and 
double grading costs, thus in- 
creasing costs to consumers. 


A number of organizations, in- 


cluding the National Live- 
s t o c k Feeders Association 
(NLFA), The National Associ- 
ation of Meat Purveyors 
d\AMP), the National Restau- 
rant Association (NRA) and a 
number of consumer groups in- 
tervened on IMPAO's side. 


The American National Cat- 


tleman's Association 
(ANCA) 


joined the government in de- 
fending the new guidelines. 


The intervenors have taken a 


more consumer-oriented view, 
claiming the changes will 
downgrade the quality of beef, 
and in effect will force the con- 
sumer to pay higher prices for 
lesser quality. Such a quality 
lowering could have wide-rang- 
ing ill effects on the cattle feed- 
ing business, according to the 
NLFA, and could begin a trend 
t o w a r d s alternate protein 
sources in which the consumer 
can place more confidence. 


The government argued that 


the new standards would lower 
beef prices by making more 
"choice" cattle available, and 
that the mandatory "yield 
grading," or how much useable 
meat a particular carcass will 
yield, would effectively trans- 
mit the consumers' preference 
for leaner beef back to the fee- 
ders. 


The government also argued 


that the lowering of the "fat 
marbling" contents would lead 


Thone: $40 Billion Added 
To Business Cos/ Yearly 


Washington (UPI) — Rep. 


Charles Thone, R-Neb., said 
Monday S40 billion a year is 
added to the cost of goods and 
services in the United States 
because of questionnaires and 
forms required of individuals 
and businesses each year. 


Thone said the federal govern- 


ment has at least 10.000 forms 
that must be filled out by in- 
dividuals and businesses. 


"These roll off the printing 


presses so that they total 10 
billion forms per year." he said. 
"Filling out these questionnaires 
and forms add S40 billion to the 
cost of goods and services in 
America." 


He said, "The operator of a 


small business today certainly 
isn't the 'forgotten man'. He's 
remembered and hounded by 
scores of federal agencies." 


Thone said the Internal 


Revenue Service requires every 
business to fill out form 940 four 
times a year. A recommendation 
has been made to require the 
form only once a year, he said, 
which would save businesses 
S200 million and eliminate 320 
million in federal costs for 
processing the paper. 


"We must reduce unnecessary 


federal overregulation of 
business.'' Thone said, "but we 
must make a special effort to lift 
the heavy hand of government 
from the back of small business 
owners and operators." 


He said the federal tax system 


and 
the 
reduction of 


"unnecessary federal regulation 
and paperwork" should be used 
to "encourage small business — 
not crush it.'' 


to cheaper feeding because ani- 
mals would not require as much 
feed and time to reach the 
"choice" grade. Additionally, 
the government claims that the 
increased grading costs would 
be negligible, since grading costs 
are now well under a penny per 
pound. 


After Denney's permanent in- 


junction, which was issued last 
May 29, the government and 
ANCA appealed the case to the 
8th Circuit. 


The 8th Circuit reversed Den- 


ney's decision Nov. 14, saying 
Denney had exceeded his au- 
thority in holding the trial, and 
that the proposed new stand- 
ards are supported by facts. 


In a 28-page opinion written by 


Senior Judge M. C. Matthis, the 
8th Circuit said compulsory yield 
grading "will induce producers 
to shift their resources to the 
production of leaner cattle." 


Attorneys for the plaintiffs 


were somewhat surprised by the 
reversal, and asked how Denney 
could have overstepped his 
authority by holding the trial. 
The 8th Circuit ordered the 
hearing, they reasoned. 


After learning of Monday's 


rejection by the 8th Circuit, IM- 
PAO attorney Frank Pospishil of 
Omaha and D. C. Bradford of 
Omaha, an attorney repre- 
senting the NRA and the 
NAMP, both said they intend to 
ask the 8th for a stay of it's order 
while they ask the U.S. Supreme 
Court to hear the case. 


Girardeau A. Spann of Wash- 


ington, an attorney for the con- 
sumer groups, said he is leaning 
towards an appeal to the high 
court, whole Don Magdariz, 
executive vice president of the 
NLFA, said a decision on par- 
ticipation in an appeal to the 
Supreme Court has not been 
made by the NLFA board. 


Pospishil admitted that the 


Circuit courts very seldom 
grant requests for rehearings. 


"It's a novel case, and this ad- 


ministrative law is a budding 
area." said Pospishil. "We need 
some good Supreme Court 
decisions to illuminate what 
should happen." 


Bradford said that after read- 


ing last month's 8th Circuit's 
decision, he expected the court 
to grant the request for the re- 
hearing, and was "surprised" 
when the request was rejected. 


"I thought there was plenty 


there to talk about," said Brad- 
ford. "But we definitely will try 
for the Supreme Court. It's a 
question of whether the court 
would be willing to hear this." 


"I do think we've got enough 


of a national consequence of the 
revisions to allow the court plen- 
ty of reason to hear the case," 
Bradford added. 


The plaintiffs have seven days 


to ask the 8th Circuit to stay its 
mandate while they proceed to 
the Supreme Court, and must 
file their request for a Supreme 
Court hearing, and reasons for it, 
within 30 days, Pospishil said.

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Beef Grading Controversy 
Apt To Go To Top Court 


Deaths And Funerals 


Omaha (AP) — It appears that 
the U.S. Supreme Court will be 
given an opportunity to sink its 
teeth into the controversy about 
how the way the nation s beef is 
graded. 


The U.S. 8th Circuit Court of 
Appeals in St. Louis Monday 
rejected without comment sev­ 
eral petitions asking for an “in 
bank rehearing of arguments in 
the case initiated by a group of 
Omaha meat packers and a 
number of intervenors who are 
challenging the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture's proposed 
meat grading revisions. 
Two attorneys for the organ­ 
izations challenging the new 
standards said they fully intend 
to pursue an appeal to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, and an attorney 
representing a number of in­ 
tervening consumer groups said 
he is leaning in that direction at 
this time. 
The new standards were to 
have gone into effect last Apnl 
14. But, three days before their 
scheduled implementation. U.S. 
District Court Judge R obert V. 
Denney ot Omaha, acting on a 
request by the Independent 
Meat Packers Association of 
Omaha (IMPAO), issued a pre­ 
liminary injunction halting the 
move. 
Denney said the USDA vio­ 
lated an executive order by not 
filing an adequate statement on 
the impact the new standards 
would have on inflation. 
On orders from tiie 8th Cir­ 
cuit. Denney held a two-week 
trial on the new standards in 
May, and later made his m- 
juction permanent. He ruled 
again the inflationary state­ 
ment on file was not sufficient, 
that the USDA had overstepped 
its authority in promulgating the 
new standards, and that not 
enough consumer testing had 
been done. 
T h e proposed standards 
would lower the “fat marbling'' 
content in cattle through 24 
months of age. “Marbling.” or 
the small flecks of fat in the red, 
muscular portion of beef, is con­ 
sidered by most authorities to be 
the best way to measure how 


palatable (tasty, juicy and 
tender» a particular piece of beef 
will be. 
Such a reduction would mean 
some cattle now in the top end 
of the “good” grade could move 
up into the “choice” category, 
while some in the top end of the 
“choice” grade could move up to 
"prime.” 
Among other more technical 
changes, the new guidelines 
would also make “yield grad­ 
ing” mandatory on all carcasses 
which are “quality graded.” 


LMPAO members oppose the 
new standards, claiming they 
will increase shipping costs and 
double grading costs, thus in­ 
creasing costs to consumers. 
A number of organizations, in­ 
cluding the National Live­ 
st ock Feeders Association 
(NLFA), The National Associ­ 
ation of Meat Purveyors 
(NAMP), the National Restau­ 
rant Association (N'R A) and a 
number of consumer groups in­ 
tervened on IMPAO’s side 
The American National Cat­ 
tleman's Association I ANC A » 
joined the government in de­ 
fending the new guidelines. 
The intervenors have taken a 
more consumer-oriented view, 
claiming the changes will 
downgrade the quality of beef, 
and in effect will force the con­ 
sumer to pay higher prices for 
lesser quality. Such a quality 
lowering could have wide-rang­ 
ing ill effects on the cattle feed­ 
ing business, according to the 
NLFA. and could begin a trend 
t owar ds alternate protein 
sources in which the consumer 
can place more confidence. 


The government argued that 
the new standards would lower 
beef prices by making more 
“choice” cattle available, and 
that the mandatory “ yield 
grading, or how much useable 
meat a particular carcass will 
yield, would effectively trans­ 
mit the consumers' preference 
for leaner beet back to the fee­ 
ders. 
The government also argued 
that the lowering of the “fat 
marbling” contents would lead 


Thone: $40 Billion Added 
To Business Cost Yearly 


Washington (UPI) — R ep. 
Charles Thone, R -Neb., said 
Monday $40 billion a year is 
added to the cost of goods and 
services in the United States 
because of questionnaires and 
forms required of individuals 
and businesses each year 
Thone said the federal govern­ 
ment has at least 10,000 forms 
that must be filled out by in­ 
dividuals and businesses. 
“ These roll off the printing 
presses so that they total 10 
billion forms per year. ” he said 
“ Filling out these questionnaires 
and forms add $40 billion to the 
cost of goods and services in 
America ” 
He said, “The operator of a 
small business today certainly 
isn’t the forgotten man’. He’s 
remembered and hounded by 
scores of federal agencies.” 


Thone said the Internal 
Revenue Service requires every 
business to fill out form 040 four 
times a year A recommendation 
has been made to require the 
form only once a year, he said, 
which would save Dusinesses 
$200 million and eliminate $20 
million in federal costs for 
processing the paper. 


“ We must reduce unnecessary 
federal overregulation of 
business,” Thone said, “ but we 
must make a special effort to lift 
the heavy hand of government 
from the back of small business 
owners and operators.” 
He said the federal tax system 
and 
the 
reduction 
of 
• unnecessary federal regulation 
and paperwork” should be used 
to “encourage small business — 
not crush it.” 


to cheaper feeding because ani­ 
mals would not require as much 
feed and time to reach the 
“choice” grade. Additionally, 
the government claims that the 
increased grading costs would 
be negligible, since grading costs 
are now well under a penny per 
pound. 
After Denney’s permanent in­ 
junction, which was issued last 
May 29, the government and 
ANCA appealed the case to the 
8th Circuit. 
The 8th Circuit reversed Den­ 
ney’s decision Nov. 14, saying 
Denney had exceeded his au­ 
thority in holding the trial, and 
that the proposed new stand­ 
ards are supported by facts. 
In a 28-page opinion written by 
Senior Judge M. C. Matthis, the 
8th Circuit said compulsory yield 
grading “will induce producers 
to shift their resources to the 
production of leaner cattle." 
Attorneys for the plaintiffs 
were somewhat surprised by the 
reversal, and asked how Denney 
could have overstepped his 
authority by holding the trial. 
The 8th Circuit ordered the 
hearing, they reasoned 
After learning of Monday’s 
rejection by the 8th Circuit. IM­

It’s a 
question of whether the court 
would be willing to hear this. ”

of a national consequence of the 
revisions to allow the court plen­

The plaintiffs have seven days 
to ask the 8th Circuit to stay its 
mandate while they proceed to 
the Supreme Court, and must 
file their request for a Supreme 
Court hearing, and reasons for it, 
within 30 days, Pospishil said.

City lawmakers delayed con- 


sideration Monday of Coun- 
cilman Max Denney's plan to 
revise the liquor license system. 


The council will hold a hearing 


Jan. 19 on Denney's plan to tie 
the number of liquor licenses in 
Lincoln to population figures. 


The city's present policy 


allows 135 licenses, a number 
several council members say is 
too low. 


Denney is proposing that one 


license be granted for every 1,- 
000 Lincolnites for the first 100,- 
000 residents. One license would 
be granted for every 1,500 people 
after that. 


Using that formula and an es- 


timated population of 170,000, 
146 licenses would be allowed in 
the city, or 11 more than are per- 
mitted now. 


Denney said several people 


asked for a delay on the 
proposal. Councilman Dick 
Baker also said he has reser- 
vations about the ordinance. 


Baker said he wants to know 


how the proposed formula of 
one license per so many people 
was chosen. Additionally, Baker 
maintained that the council 
should agree on how new 
licenses should be granted 
before throwing 11 more licenses 
on the market.

the Secret Service confirmed 
Monday.

He Lben gradually made his 


way to the White House door. 
The Secret Service refused to 
describe the incident. 


Accenting to the TV report, 


came 19 to Mia Ford 


as she was unloading camera 
equipment at the door. Only 
then was he noticed by guards 
and arrested. 


WMAL reported Gainous told 


authorities he was seeking a 
presidential pardon for his 
father, Gerald Bryan Gainous 
Sr.. a 21-year Air Force veteran 
who had been convicted in con- 
nection with the smuggling of 
510,000 worth of heroin, WMAL 
said. 


The young man was carrying a 


briefcase, but authorities said it 
contained only papers and per- 
sonal property. He reportedly 
told officials he meant the Fords 
no harm. 


On the second try, dunng 


daylight, Gainous got only a few 
feet inside the wall before be 
was caught, according to 
WMAL. Again, the Secret Ser- 
vice would not describe the inci- 
dent. 


The agency refused to com- 


ment on WMAL reports that an 
alarm system on the wall has 
been malfunctioning for several 
months.

Liquor License 
Action Delayed 


City lawmakers delayed con­ 
sideration Monday of Coun­ 
cilman Max Denney’s plan to 
revise the liquor license system. 
The council will hold a hearing 
Jan. 19 on Denney's plan to tie 
the number of liquor licenses in 
Lincoln to population figures. 
The city's present policy 
allows 135 licenses, a number 
several council members say is 
too low. 


Denney is proposing that one 
license be granted for every 1,- 
000 Lincolnites for the first 100,- 
000 residents. One license would 
be granted for every 1,500 people 
after that. 
Using that formula and an es­ 


timated population of 170,000, 
146 licenses would be allowed in 
the city, or 11 more than are per­ 
mitted now. 
Denney said several people 
asked for a delay on the 
proposal. Councilman Dick 
Baker also said he has reser­ 
vations about the ordinance. 


Baker said he wants to know 
how the proposed formula of 
one license per so many people 
was chosen. Additionally, Baker 
maintained that the council 
should agree on how new 
licenses should be granted 
before throwing 11 more licenses 
on the market.

members Sue Bailey and John 
Robinson in challenging the 
city’s present liquor policies. 
Those lawmakers are asserting 
that the ceiling places a 
premium on licenses, creating a 
price ranging from $15,000 to 
$25,000 for each license. Legally, 
licenses cannot be sold.
